o PRTF  providers will  have the opportunity to enroll as ancillary 

providers and bill  for  same 

 ASD services will be added to the State Plan and the coordinated 
care benefit 7.1.17 

 Inpatient Outcomes Initiative (IOI) began in November 2016. 
o IOI part 1 follows the Medicaid Beneficiaries who have been 

residing in PRTFs the longest
